M any famous persons both in mod­ 
ern

ancient 
times 
have 
beer* 
known as devoted fish eaters. 
Gutis, 
(jueeu of Syria, was so fond of fist 
timt she ordered nil caught within tie 
lim it of tier kingdom to be brougR 
to her in order that she might be c d - 
tinually supplied 
with 
the choicet 
«¡uality. 
1‘hiloxenes of Cytheria, oi 
learning from his physician that ho 
must die of indigestion from having 
eaten excessively of a delicious fish, 
said, “ Be it so, but before I go allow 
in«- to finish what remains.” 
Athens was a city of fish eaters, and 
its cooks were famous for their knowl­ 
edge of cooking fish. 
The wise w rit­ 
ers of the da^, spent much time in ro- 
cording recip ft for preserving fish In 
salt, oil or fieri)«. 
There was a law In 
th«.* city that forbade a fishmonger to 
sit down until he had disposed of all 
his stock on the ground that a stand­ 
ing position made him more submissive 
and inclined to sell at a reasonable 
price.

R omans 
inherited 
from 
the 
Greeks their love for fish. 
R ome’s sol­ 
diers were fed on ti. h, her generals nto 
fish, her senators were epicures in fish, 
arid her emperors recognized no dish 
more desirable than fish. 
Lucullus caused a canal to be cut 
through a mountain near Naples to 
bring up the sea and its fishes to the 
center of the* gardens of his sumptuous 
villa. The love of fish in thosedays was 
¡i mania. Tho red mullet was prized be­ 
yond all food. 
A sauce called gamrn, 
made from the entrails and blood of 
mackerel 
and 
other 
fishes, 
brought 
hiel\ prices, and great prizes were of- 
fercii the man who could make a sim­ 
ilar sauce out of the liver of the red 
mullet. 
in more modern times kings have 
been known for their liking of fish. 
In the reign of Edw ard li, in England 
sturgeon could I»«.* served only on tho 
king's table. 
In 
France fishmongers 
were licensed by the king. 
Louis X II. 
was bo fond of fish he appointed six 
fishmongers to supply his table. Fra n ­ 
cis i. had twenty-two and Henry the 
Great twenty-four. 
Under the reign of Louis X IV . fish 
eating became as popular at the French 
Court as it had over been in R ome.

arrive from the seacoast in time for 
a grand dinner being given by the

prince's chef, an illustrious purveyor 
of ti h, was so chagrined he ran to 
Uis chamber, took his sword and pierced 
his heart,—Boston Globe.
